FOIRR WHAT SHOULD THE NATION
BE THANKFUL?

A Sermomn Delivered at the
pendent Church, Ly the
Chambers.

Hev, Mr, Chambers preached vesterday lo a
very, very smnil congregation, from the follo y-
g texr, found 1o Ephiesiuns v, 17-20:—*Where-
fore be ye nou anwise, but nopderstanding woal
the will of the Lord 18: apd be no: drunk with
wine, wherein 18 excesi: but be tlled with the
gpirit, speaking to yourselves In pilms and
bymug and spiritaonl songs, singing and making
melody in your heart in the Lord, giving thanks
alwaye for all things unto God and the Father,
in the name of our Lord Jesus Cheist.”

The preacher said the congregation had met
for the great purpose of giving thanks. There
are moany 1ensons why thanks should be given.
There never wa< a period in which we enjoyed
greater blessings than the present, He con-
trasted thoe oharnotor and enndicon O 0 grateful
aud ungratetul mwan,  The gratelful man s
always an honnrable man; whilst the unecatel
mun, he whom we call an ingrate, is alwnys
contemptible and mean.  This those betore him
hadd seen in the churaeter and conduet ot those
whom they had bhud e their employ., There is
something in the gratetul beart upon which o
splid snperstructure ¢on be rwsed, whilst in
that ol the ingrate we only that wliach s
huse and diggusting,

When you have dene favors to another, which
hive not only not been appreciuced, but which
have been turned 1o your alsadvantage, you cun-
notpvord spenking of the ingrantude, and saving
how badly you have been treated, We nl! ex-
pect men to be grateful to ug in proportion to
the extent of the tavors we bestow. Let us apply
the subject, When we consider the nmount ot
the blessings that God huas bestowed upon us,
apd the return we have mude, we cunnot avoid
regurding ourselves ag ingrates. Notwitbstand-
ing all these blessings {which the speaker elo-
quently enumerated), we ind 10-day, even under
the call of the President of the United States,
ot the Governor of the Commonwealth, and ol
the municipal authorities, we canuot get people
1o come to & pluce of worship to wckunowleage
the tavors they have received, and render thewr
thankseivings to the bountitul Giver,

Everywhere—in the strects, our howmes, the
fields, the skies, the crops—in all things we
behold causes for gratitude; and our text
arsyres us that we should alwayvs give thanks in
the name ot the Lord Jeeus Christ, It s trne
that pestilence has'stalked abroad in the lund;
it i~ tetie that there has been a4 comparstive
farture of crops, snd that breadstaffs are scarce
and costly: but it is also trie that we have been
denverad from the dinbolioal horrore of eivil
waur—a cruel, horrible, bloodthirsty, damnable
war. The preacher gard there was nothing in
the world he hated aud abhorred so mupeh as
war: and, iu his opmion, we should do all in our
power to promote peace, brotherly Kindness, and
charity,

It was the duty of the pulpit evergwhere to
|,rq'-;d:il the doctrines o peace: it was the dury
ulso of the religions press, and especially the
duty of the gecwlar press, Yel it wus uofor-
winately the case that the press s endeavoring
tu stirup steite.  Every press that endeayors (o
set one portion of this rountry aguinst nnother
should be banished from the land—2very one o!f
thet,

SCIENCE, INFLUENCED BY CATHO-
LICITY.
Dr, Moriarvty's Lecture at the Academy of
Musi¢ Last Evenlng.

The Academy of Musie was comioriably fitled
lust evening, the occasion betng o lecture by the
Very Reve Dr. Moriamty, oun the subject o
Ysaence, inflaenced by Catholieity.” ‘Lue loe-
turer spoke substantially us rollows:—

One very disagreeable resule of the rehizions
revolution of tbe sixteertu contury has been a
spirit of antagoni=m apnd prejudice between
dillerent nations as well c8 ditlerent iwdividusis,
Men were not content with the aiscussion of
diverse prneiples, but unlortunately proe oded
to carry oul per-ongi prejodice, aud eveu
national odinm, and In conseguencs ol the a
risulry has been estabishea between ditferent
nations, Tihose who endorsed the prnnciples
atd procecdings of the so-called Reformaion
were condemned in every shape and toim, and
prejudged with animosity, Thus, for example,
m the departments of sclence, it became quite a
popuiar and tamiliar vituperation 1o condemn,
a4 incapable ol progress iun science, atl tbowe

who dwa not advance on the level of the pre-
sun ed civiliziug progress of the sixteenth veon-
tury.

As It was =ald in sucicut times, “No sood

could come out of Nuzareth,” 50 it was juaged
that where there were no Cntholie inflnences,
seience and scientitic discoveries never could
flourish. Science bas nowbere Hourigshed more
—the origin ot more sublime and usetul dis-
coveriee—than where e bas been pursued under
the influences of the Cathohe religion. Cone-
gdering how this proposition may be proved
and Dlusteated, my mind naturally turns towards
the bright and fnir country of I aly, in which
tne influence of the Catholie Chureh has been
uninterrupied for years,

Al=o, nuturally, 1 turn towards that tair and
benutitul country for another reason.  Be-
cuuse havine, in the preparstion of my subject,
1o revive reminiseences inomy mind, I travelled
brek over many years to the bright, fulr, and
sacred period of youth, standing beneath the
shadows ot the Colisenm, surrounded by the
clussic influences ot glorions Italy, where | re-
cetved an ednestion, which was limited as to the
extent of scienee by the deficiency of my own fn-
tellect, not by any restraint cast upon me by
the Chuveh, or lmpetlection or want of depth of
lesrning of those who condescended to be my
tutors, 1 go, then, to Italy to prove and to illus-
tratemy theme, Were I to go over andtell you
thai Italy bas been the nurscry of the arts;
that =he has filled ber churches, her balls, ber
paluces with the beautiful productions ol her
most renowned painters, which rival the pro-

ductiong of other nations — were 1 1o wll
vou that she hns been the happy pareat
of Dauote, Raphael, tuido, and others, it

might be guid 1 was repeating only that which
von already know, We know that Italy is Lthe
country ol art and ol depths of learning, but
scignee belongs to the people ol northern ¢l
mates, inventors of the modern sixreenth cen-
tury civilization, especially to Pavisian regions,
We frequently hear it said, *What has faly 1o
do with s#ientitic research snd discoveries 1" |
aum sure lcun give o very sutlsinolory answer,
Iuvention or discosery muy be coneldered in
two olstinet ways. A phenomenon has been
before {he eves of mankind perhaps for handreds
of vears, but it hus passed complelely unoo-
served.

Suddenly there comes up & genius who sees it,
fincds it out, apd thus gives it to the world, the
germ of a most important discovery. That man
i5 vatitled to be considered the Inventor or dis-
coverer, even thoogh afterwards that which he
Las glven in an impertect form may grow up to
something great and mighty in the hands of
ancther geniug: and this other genius may like-
wise pot in his claam to the title of inventor.

He ihen said that the microscope, the tele-
scope, the buromeler, the thermometer, and
spectacl=s, were ull discovered by Italinns under
tha Influence of the Catvolle Church, and that
thut was a proof of hls assertion. The speaker
